Th, Colombian Senate Unanimously

ann alMive staled and that it had been 
r< )••■ ted unaiiinioii 1 1 he v^-w taken 
by the senate was at variance to that 
held by Ihe government- of Colombia 
which felt aatlslied when It submitted 
the treaty to congaia* that there 
would l»e no impairment of Colombian 
sovereignty If the treaty should be 
ratified.
